T he com parative fig­ 
ure for G reat 
Britain w as one out 
of every 05,000. 
This show s our c a s­ 
ualty record to be five tim es as great 
as th at of France, and seven tim es 
th at of G reat Britain. 
If our safety 
standard had been up to th a t of G reat 
Britain, we should have had but 250 
fatalities, and according to the French 
average our loss should have been less 
than 400.

If the autom atic system is 
show n to be as safe for the road user 
as tbe pre se n t and more costly one, it 
will be authorized and extended.

Britain, we should have had but 250 
fatalitleg, und according to th« French 
average our loss should have been less 
than 4o0. 
“Out of 232,755 grade crossings used 
by m otorists in U nited States, only 
27,101 have any form of protection, 
leaving 205,593 unguarded. In France, 
out of 32,500 grade crossings u****d by 
motorists, 20,000 are thoroughly pro­ 
tected, leaving only 0.5UU unprotected. 
In other words, only 8 per cent of the 
grude crossings in tlie U nited S tates 
ure protected us com pared with 80 per 
cent in France. 
“O ur m otorists are not less Intelli­ 
gent nor m ore reckless than foreign 
motorists.

Although s«>me m an u factu rers give 
special Instructions f«»r w ashing the 
finish of th eir curs, a thorough ktmwl- 
edge of correct w ashing principles Is 
desirous f«*r every car owner. 
It's Simple, b u t— 


W ashing an autom obile is simple, 
yet th«* finish «»f many h ca r bus lieen 
dull«*d and scratched by cureles-ness 
in washing. 
Never wipe off the dust 
or mu«l w ithout first flushing off tliw 
ca r body w ith a stream of water. 
T he 
w uter rem oves much of the foreign 
m atter so th at It cannot scratch the 
finish in lat«*r w ashing operations. 
After flushing, g<» over th e body 
with a sp»mg«* und a str«*um of water. 
IW* sure th a t the w ater ru ns freely 
through th e sponge to carry away th e 
dirt. 
W ash 
the 
«¡singe 
fre«iueiitly, 
and use it gently. 
Very cold or very 
hot w ater should not be used—a luke­ 
warm te m p eratu re Is bv*L 
A fter th e w ashing operation, a soft 
cloth or cham ois should he used to dry 
the finish. 
T hen a good body polish 
should be applied with a soft cloth or 
chamois. 
Hunch! flutter Is un effective ugent 
for rem oving *q»ota from the finish, as 
is kerosene. 
Do not polish the nickel 
p arts too often, ss frequent rubbing 
with a polish tt*nds to rem ove the plat­ 
ing. 
A g«io«i silver jMilish Is the best 
thing to use on nickel, but generally 
the nickel cun lie kept bright by ru b ­ 
bing It with an oily rag. 
R em em ber

Removing Grease and Oil. 


To rem ove grouse and oil, apply 
»asoline to the p arts on a s«»ft cloth. 
Mud and grease on axles and under 
the fenders cun easily he rem oved by 
washing w ith suds made by dissolving 
two pounds of soap In a gallon of wa­ 
ter. 
It Is best to rinse th e w ashed 
p arts thoroughly.
